7th ult. have been received. Peonage hias been
abolished." 8o runs adespatch by the Cuban
‘oable received yesterday, and brief as it is, it
comtains an sugury of the stability of the
Mexican Govermment far more favorable than
would the news of the greatest victory which
the republic could have achleved. Ii Is indeed
trne that the world moves. One land after
anolher strikes the fetters from the slaves, and
one by one they' acknowledge the rights of
mdfd as men. Russia, so long afflicted with
sorfdom, declares all her gerfs free. The
United Btates, amid the dinof war, abolishes
human slavery, and exolodes the mention of
a slave from her. laws. And now Mexioo
places the peon ona level with his féllow-man,
snd declares this variety af slavery at an end.
It is curious to mark the distinoctions between
the “sum of all villainfes' as'# exists in vari-
oung portions of the globe—~to sée how in one
country it6 features ‘ate derived from the
anoient villeinage, in another from the old
Roman #ystem, while in “the third the
purest and most unmitigated atrooity is
allowed which has no precedent in history.

The system of serfdom, as it existed in Rus-
gia, oan be traced, in its striking resemblancs
to all its features, to the old Baxon iunstitution
of villeinage. Or it may be more proper for
us {o gay that the serf ‘and villein were con- |
temporaries, and that the one has continued
until mow, while the other has long since
given place to the more enlight¢ned (reaman
of Avglo-Saxon Wberty. In both of these
cases, wo notice that the serfor villein was
attached, in the bonds of slavery, to rather |
the estate of his master than to his person; or, |
to put it differently, he was a kind of family |
relic, and mot an’ article of merchandibe. |
Neithergerfdom nor villeinage contemplated the !
involuntary sale of the imferior. The master
Lad his estate entailed, and the villein went |
with the estate, We do not find on record |
any sooount of the public sale or transfer of |
these unfortunate people—that disgrace was |
reserved for our enlightened age and free
country. The difference, however, between
the two systems in Eugland and Russia must
have existed, or else the constitution of the
temperament of the two superior nalions must
have been very great. Inthe former the villien i
gradually rises from his degradation and infe-
rlority, so that, when finally the statnte trans-
ferring all tenures into free socage was passed,
Lord Bacon mentions the faet that there were
not twenty villeins in the kingdom, and |
these foew were held by réligions houses. So
that, nnder the milder sway of that system, the
inferior managed, by his own aid, o elevate |
himeelf, and virtually abolish the institution
without any legal enactment. This may be |
due to the Anglo-Saxon love of liberty, or to '
sowe superiority of thé system. over that of
Russia. In the last-named country, for over
two canturies aftér the abolition in England of |
villeinage, the serf continued in his ancient
bondage; and when the decres of the Czar
made him a free man, he seems to have ad-
vanced no further in his pregress towards im-
provement than ha was when Le and his con-
temporary villeins did service to their respeo-
tive masters filve hundred years ago. The
difference between the liberty-loving Saxon
aplrit and the sluggish Slavonio inertness |
could not be more clearly marked thau is |
done by the conditions of these twin institu- |
tions.

The variety of alavery with wikich Mexico
Liag been afflicted is peonsge, snd beéard s
curious resemblance to the anclant Roman
system. There can be few things more
curious than to mote the resemblance exist-
ing between oppréssion in different ages
and difforent lands, In the ancient days of |
Roms, the wealthy secured the bondage of the
poor by the surrender of the person of the |
debtor into slavery until the obligation was
discharged, and this surrendar reached to his
children. During the continusnce of the
debtor in this state of subléction, he was in-
oapable of aequiring property, was attendant
on the person of his master, and was eapable
of resals by his virtual owner. In all essen-
tial particulars he was as great a slave as
though he were & Russisn serf. As time
went on his ohildren were born into the same
condition as himself, and thus asystem of
glavery gradudlly sprung up in the Roman
empire which partook of the barbarity of the |
Rossian and Baxon. To be gure, the rights of
the olient wero greater than those of the
villein, but the system remained a orying
wrong agsinst the rights of man, The over. |
throw of the empire and the rude equality
of the Germaun conquerors overturned the sys-
tem, and relieved those who wers thus |
oppressed on no other ground than the pov-
erty of their ancestors. Mexioan peonage is,
in fact, nothing but the Roman system—a
peon is a poor clieut, It'was founded originally
in debt. As the débt comld not be paid, as
the peon oould sequire property, the
evil spread. Children, ver, did not
iohefit the servitude of their parents,
yot gradually the whalse land  was
overrun with the curse, The treabment
which the peon met with was moech more bar-
barous than that of the Roman. client;  they
had few rights whish were respooted, snd as
thoy wore, most of them, sttached to corpora-

l tions, all hope of freédom from the kindoess of
their masters was removed. By a aweeping
| ediot, we are now told that peonnge i uai-
versally abolishad; that this varfety ofslavery
in made & thing of the past, aud we oan but
repeat onr remark, that the republio, by that
| mot, has lald for itsel! astronger foundation
| than 1t oould have secured by & Noore of mar-
tial victorfes. We ara heartily glad that onr
gister republic has thus proved herself worthy
of her freedom,
While each of these aystems has a parallal
among the anslents, there seems to be none

! within resch which acts ae a precedent for

the unadulterated tyranny of our American
slavery. It waa absoluts, It made men mer-
chandise, it was hereditary. It combined in
one gigantio evil all the wrongs of all its pre-
decessors, and that, too, withoul any of their
ameliorations, But while it was reserved for
us to wake this sssence of wrong, it was also

| regerved for ua to be the first to abollsh it.

There can be no doubt but that the actions of
Rugsia and Mexico were the results of the de-
cislon of the United Htates, It was we who
get the reform in motion, and whils our orime
may have been great, our expistion was as
severe. Serfdow, slavery, peonage ars now
no more, and the age when man shall ba uni-
vorsally recognized as man seems almost to be
reached. With the aotion of Brazil will como
freedom to all where Christinnity reaches, and
all can‘claim to share our m edern civilization.

The Union Leagne and General Grant,
Lasr evening the Union Leagueof this city
held their aonual meeting for the eleotion of
officers and the general review of the situa.
tion, political and othierwise. The annual re-
port of the Board of Directors closes with a
eulogy of General Grant, ‘‘the champion of our
faith in the embattled fleld—the administra-
tor of our policy, whether at the head of our
armuy or in an unfriendly and suspleious
Cabinet—the sagacious citizen who is too dis-
creet to waste time in superfluous words, or to
woo popularity ‘with- idle protestations—the
conguerer in a hundred batile-flalds, the pro-
portions of which stagger the belief of foreign
military crities—the illustrious chief whose
whole grand histery has bpen one nndonbted
record of his fidelity to our ocause, and of his
willingness ‘to suffer or to die for it.’ Thase
are words of loity praise, and few there are
who will doubt their truthfulness and justice,
although there may be mavy who will, never-
less, prefer another standard-bearer for our
party. ;

At the conclusion of the report, Charles Gib-
bons, Ezq., madea formal motion that General
U. 8. Grant ba declared the choioe of the
League for next President of the United States.
There was soms demurring to this<and, when
the vote was taken, dissenting voices weroheard.
Yet it was plainly evident that the preferences
of a vast majority of the members favored the
movement, and the nomination of the hero of
Vicksburg and Appomattox may be said to
have been almos} by acolamation. This is un-
doubtedly the strongest endorsement that
General Grant has received as yet in any part
of the country. The Union League of Phila-
delphia, for sterlimg patriotiem and wide-

| spread influence, stands without a rival among

the similar organizations throughout the land,
and when its almost undivided voloe is pro-
claimed to be in favor of General Grant for
Pregident, the friends of that great soldler
have good cause for rejoleing. Yet the time
for placing the Republican candidate before the
people is Beveral months distant, and the
fusure, both of the convtry and the party, is
so franght with momentous events and so un-
certain withal, that at this day it is utterly
impossible to divine the position of the one or
the necessities of the other when the timie for
a final decigion shall arrive. 7

A Diplomatic Muddle.
Tue ways of European diplomatists are very
mysterions, and at times past finding out.
This is preéminently the oase with reference
to the Reman question, and the proposition

| for disposing of it by a general conference of

the powers, great and small, Catholic and
Protestant. The ocable hss informed ns that

| on Baturday evening, in the House of Com-

mons, Lord Btanley expressed hia inability to
gee that any good would result from this Con-
feremce, “without a previous agreement as to
the basis upon which their  deliberations
ghould be comducted.” And, of course, the
absence of such an sgreement prevents Eng-
land from aceepting the Invitation of France
to participate. From the outset, this has been
the nniversal objection to the favorite method
of Napoleon for distribating the responsibility
of a pettlement of the guestion among all the
powers; and although it is authoritatively ao-
nounoed by La Presss of Paris that the Con-
forence will in due time nssemble in that city,
it is extremely doubtful if such will be the
case,

According to the established policy of this
conntry, no Conferenoce is néeded to determina
guch polnts as are at fsgne. The Roman
question is an Italian question, and the only
parties to it are King Vietor Emannel and
Pope Pius IX. BEogland, France, and Gers
many have no better right to interfore than
they have to propoas & general consultation
of the oivilized world on the reconstruetion of
South Carolina. If the Fope sod Italy are
permitted to settle their own disputes, the
end will soon be reached. DBut this stats of
affalrs {5 ulterly impossible, and for that rea-
#son sgenoral Conference is the most feasible
method of terminating & qdestion which will
threaten the peace of Burope so long as it re-
mains an ophn one. - The fact that no definite
busis for the dellberations of the Conference
oan be agreed upon should not stand in the
way. If all the powers were agreed upoen the
conditions of the setilement, the Conference
would be. a highly orhamental affair, of no
praotical effect whatever. The mere fact that
the powers fre unable to agree is, In trath;

I bave taken some palng, slnce leaving Polla-
de'phin, to get at the public sentimentof Lhe
Wrestupon polideal toples, capeclally the pro-
valling feeling amongg Reépublloans. There is
Lut one oplnion, 60 far as I have found, in re-
gard to the ne minallon of Genera! Grant as the
Republican candidate for the Presidency in
1868, and tbhat 1 in his favor, Nobody else s
talked about. His nominatlon is considered as
much & foregone conclusion as though the
pominaling convention had alreaay assembled
and formally presented his name to the people,
Unless some at presant unforeseen and lmpro-
bable contingency shall arlse, the West will
present an unbroken delegation for Grant in
the Bepubllcan 'convention. And this npani-
mity for Grant,so far as [ can peroelve, arises
from no lowering of the IRlepublican stlndurd‘
no reaotlon dn the sentimenlt of the
parly, no golog backward by the Re-
jublican masses, but rather from a
deep-sented confidence In the uan himself, and
in his devotion to the essential prineiples and
policy of the party.
